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LAND OF EVANGELINE 


Story of a Trip through the Region 
Made Immortal by Longfellow. 


GRAND PRE, N. &., Sept. 1900—As 
you will observe, my present headquar- 
ters are in the village where 
“Gentle Evangeline lived...... 

Wearing her Norman cap, and her kir- 
tle of blue, and the ear-rings 
Brouchtin the olden time from France.” 

Shakespeare has said, ‘*To paint the 
lily is wasteful and ridiculous excess,” 
and similarly to sketch the land of poe- 
try and romance, made immortal in 
Longfellow’s Evangeline, is but a vain 
attempt to gild refined goid..--So I’m 
not going to sketch it, but in the every- 
day jingle of my craft, will try to give 
“you some idea of the way in which the 
Land of Acadie, “home of the happy,” 
has thus far appealed to the eyes of a 
Lawrence pen pusher, 

Justly has it. been termed ‘‘cool, rest- 
ful Nova Scotia,” for there is a life- 
giving vigor in the air which is deli- 
ciously cool and bracing and is filled 
with the briny odors of the.salt bay.

studied and admired. 

We left Boston Friday afternoon, 
August 24th, on the commodious 
steamer Boston of the Yarmouth Steain 
ship company, and arrived at Yar- 
mouth, N. 6., early the next morning, 
after a very enjoyable voyage. Every- 
thing gbout the steamer was first class 
and the cuisine was excellent. 

At Yarmouth, where we put our 
watches one hour ahead, the party sep- 
arated, two of the members remaining 
there, Selectman Osgood of North An- 
dover flagging a train for Digby, and 
myself boarding the Str. “City of Mon- 
ticello,” en route for Halifax. As TI had 
expected, I found two Lawrence men 
on board the vessel, who were bound for 
the same port as myself and scarcely 
had I, put foot upon the deck when I 
was shaking hands with ex-Mayor A. 
E. Mack and his companion, Hon, By- 
ron Trueli, Both gentlemen said they 
were glad ito see me and perhaps they 
were, I know I was glad to see them 
for just at that time I was beginning to 
sing to myself, ‘Carney, you're all 
alone, yes, all alone.” 

Well, a very pleasant sea trip ensued, 
not from a weather standpoint (for it 
was very foggy) but socially. _ It took 
everybody on, board but a short while 
to get acquainted, then each one did his 
share towards making the journey an 
enjoyable one. 

The fog deprived us of the pleasure of 
seeing the beautiful scenery along the 
shores of: Yarmouth harbor, and of the 
mainland and islands from Yarmouth 
to Barrington, our first stopping place. 
Shortly before coming to this interest- 
ing little town, however, the heavy 
mists cleared away for a short while, 
and after steaming around the harbor 
for about half an hour, we pulled up at 
the wharf at 2 p.m. By this time I 
had picked up a very genial companion, 
aman from Roxbury, and going ashore 
for the half hour which we had to wait, 
we walked up the long plank driveway 
to the town. Here we visited the gen- 
eral store and purchased some ginger 
ale from a very shy looking maiden—a 
second Evangeline, I should imagine. 
Oh, she was very shy; I never saw any- 
thing like her, and I honestly believe 
she was sincere, ‘ 

We were obliged to hurry back and in 
a few minutes were on our way to Shet- 
burne. ‘The fog returned just as we 
were enjoying the landscape and were 
congratulating ourselves on _ clear 
weather, ‘but at length it cleared away 
for good and as we ran within a short 
distance of the shore, the rugged coast, 
the dense forests of spruce and pine, 
and the many lighthouses with their 
pretty surroundings, were plainly visi- 
ble from the deck. By being deprived 
of the scenery from Yarmouth to Bar- 
rington, the steward informed us, we 
missed the best of the entire voyage, 
but I doubt if it could excel or even 
equal the approach to Shelburne, the 
old town with the wonderful history. 
After rounding Shelburn light, which is 
on one corner of McNutt’s island, we 
entered Shelburn harbor, one of the fin- 
est in the world, and a magnificent 9- 
mile sail followed before arriving at the 
wharf. 

The harbor, which is entirely land- 
locked, is ten miles long by 3 miles wide 
with a channel deep enough for the 
largest craft afloat, and the landscape 
of its banks is the most beautiful and 
most charming which I have ever seen 
or could imagine. Everyone on deck 
stood as if spellbound, admiring the su- 
perb surroundings, and some of them 

! 
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who had seen the beauties of the East- 
ern skies, and of the tropic clime, and 
who had scaled the mountains of the 
west, and had gazed upon many of the 
marvelous embellishments of Nature's 
handiwork, pronounced this scene the 
grandest and most beautiful sight in 
the world. (Part of the way up the 
harbor we kept near the left shore, thus 
getting the full benefit of the gentle 
land breeze which was delightfully fra- 
grant with the odor of spruce and fir. 
The low hills were thickly covered with 
trees to the very ‘water’s edge and for 
the most part, the shores were rugged 
and rocky. On the right was seen an 
oceasional house, and about half way 
up the harbor we passed 
light house on Sandy Point. 
At Shelburne we had about an hour 
and a half in which to enjoy some of 
the many attractions which the old 
town presents, After a saunter up the 
hill, a survey of the surrounding coun- 
try, and a giance at the churches and 
old graveyards, we visited the fire- 
house. Here we found three engines— 
one an up-to-date, two horse hitch ap- 
paratus, which, however, is drawn by 
men; another, the ordinary hand en- 
gine, similar to our own “‘tub:"' and the 
last and most interesting of all, the old- 
est fire engine in America, having been 
presented to the town by King George 
III, many, many years ago—even before 
I was born. It was dated 1787 and is 
said to have been used originally for 
Washing the decks of a war ship. To 
use it at a fire it would be necessary to 
bring the ‘water in buckets, empty it 
into the trough of the engine and then 
pump it onto the blaze. Great idea! 
Another thing of interest which we saw 
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in the town was the large willow tree 
which stands but a few minutes’ walk 
from the wharf. The trunk is about 17 
feet in circumference and at a point 
about 20 feet from the ground, ten 
large limbs branch out, making a floor 
space which is covered with moss, large 
enough to hold ten or fifteen persons. 

The sail down the harbor had new 
beauties and attractions, for the sun 
was just sinking in the west, behind 
the tree covered hills which were now on 
our right, and on the _ exceptionally 
calm. water, a few white sails glided 
before the gentle breeze. It was not 
long before we were again on the high 
sea, but by the time we reached Lock- 
port, ‘sable night sat upon the waves.” 
We iwent ashore for a few minutes but 
could see nothing, so returned to the 
steamer, I turned in for the night and 
slept like a log till the next morning. 
During my hours of slumber we called 
at Liverpool and‘all I know about this 
town is that we called there, the blow- 
ing of whistles and unloading of freight 
not disturbing me in the least. 

Sunday morning opened with a fog 
but by the time I got on deck every- 
thing was clear and the sun was bright- 
ly shining onus all. I wanted to go to 
church and couldn't; but that wasn’t 
half so bad as the man who came on 
deck -0king for*Bostof Sunday papers 
Poor fellow! ‘we kept a close eye on him 
the rest of the day to make sure of his 
not jumping overboard. However, 
ae nee it would have been well if he 

ad, 

Before sighting Lunenburg, we passed 
Iron Bound light, perched high upon 
the rocky coast of the island from 
which it derives its name; then in a 
short time we came to the famous 
“Ovens.” The strata here of the slatey 
rock is beautifully defined and at low 
tide one can walk into almost any of 
the several ovens to a distance of about 
150 feet.. ‘It is supposed that this won- 
derful and very interesting ‘work of 
Nature is the result of the constant 
beating of the. tides against the large 
rock which in some parts is much softer 
than in others. Gold has been mined 
quite extensively in this district and 
even at the present time a crusher is in 
operation near the “Ovens.” 

At) Lunemburg we had just time 
enough to take a brisk walk through 
the town and had no opportunity of 
seeing anything of any importance ex- 
cept that children and old people live 
there just as in the states. «Wonderful 
isn’t it? The approach to the town 
was very pretty and the impression 
gained in that way was very favorable. 
It is the shire or county seat, and its 
settlement, dating back to 1753, makes 
it one of the oldest of the provincial 
towns. Today it numbers between 
four and five thousand inhabitants, and 
being incorporated, it rejoices in the 
Possession of a mayor and council. It 
is said to be an admirable place for 
bathing or rowing, yachting or driving, 
walking or cycling, fishing or shooting, 
and its situation is surely an ideal one. 
Located on a peninsular, giving it the 
dvantages of a front and back harbor, 
the principal portion of the town lies 
on the southern slope of two _ hills, 
spreading crescent shape into the val- 
ley around the western shore of the 
front or main harbor. ‘These hills are 
known as “Gallows” and “Blackhouse” 

History suggests that the Americans 
have a peculiar interest in the town of 
Lunenburg, for in the year 1782 one of 
our fleet captured the old town, held it 
to ransom, but finally sailed away and 
has never yet demanded the redemp- 
tion. ‘This chivalrous action, it is said, 
will always ‘be remembered by the Lu- 
nenburgers and will still further insure 
the welcome extended to visitors from 
over the border. 

‘Not far overland from here is where 
Admiral ‘Dewey has spent part of his 
vacation, his wife being the owner of 
se of the ‘pretty islands in Mahone 

ay. 

After leaving Lunennurg, a sail of 
four or five hours brought us in sight 
of grand old Halifax, the “Gibraltar of 
America,” with its grim forts overlook- 
img the harbor. This first fortified 
point which ‘we came to before taking 
the natives by storm, was York. Re- 
doubt, high upon the precipitous cliff 
On our left, where the gentle Victoria 
has a number of the largest and dead- 
liest guns pointing out towards. the 
mouth. of the harbor. On our right we 
soon passed iMcNabb’s island, with a 
fortification at each end, and steaming 
on towards the city we got safely by 
the guns of Fort Charlotte which is sit- 
uated on George’s island. 

Looking off to the right, just before 
Steaming up to the wharf, we had a 
good view of Dartmouth, Fort Clar- 
ence, and Mount Hope Insane asylum 
(a good place for the man who wanted 
the Boston Sunday paper) and in front 
of us, considerably further up the har- 
bor, lay motionless, Her Majesty’s flag- 
ship and its consorts which form the 
North Atlantic squadron of the British 
navy. 

At Halifax, where I remained till the 
foliowing day at the Acadian hotel, my 
companion and I visited Fort George, 
better known as Citadel Hill, where we 
had a superb view of ‘the city, harbor, 
and surrounding country; St. Mary’s 
cathedral; Wellington barracks where 
we saw one of the redcoats carried off 
the drill field by his companions, he 
having dropped in exhaustion from 
drilling in the heat; the Provincial 
building where we saw the_ historical 
paintings; the Provincial museum, a 
rare and very interesting collection of 
valuable and wonderful things of every 
description; city hall; the dry dock, 
the largest in America; the public gar- 
dens which are the best for their size 
on the continent and verily they are al- 
most too beautiful for description; and 
St. Paul’s church,. This last structure 
is the oldest church in Canada, having 
been built in 1750 from pine and oak 
brought from Boston,-then part of tn? 
British dominions. It was a great 
treat to go through this old edifite look- 
ing at the several coats-of-arms which 
hang in the galleries and reading the 
many memorial tablets which are 
placed about the walls of the church. 
It is still used. and will accommodate 
nearly 2000 people. The building is in 
very good repair and the outside has 
recently been painted. 

I mustn’t leave Halifax without tell- 
ing you about the weather. When we 
landed on Sunday, the heat was almost 
unbearable, especially in the sun, and 
naturally enough I began to think that 
“cool, restful Nova Scotia" was all a 
fairy tale. However, we were not 
there many minutes before we _ were 
enlightened that the mercury had got- 


| ten wonderfully ambitious that day and 


had risen higher than it had for many 
years, with the possible exception of 
onee or twice. 

That night I retired before my com- 
panion and putting out the light, went 
to sleep, supposing that of course a tap 
on the door of my boudoir would wake 
me when he took it into his head to 
come to bed. Well, it didn't and he 
was obliged to seek repose elsewhere, 
with all his beJongings, including his 
night attire, locked in the room for 
which he was paying half. Funny, 
wasn't it! The next morning I was in- 
formed that I was the only one in the 
entire hotel (and it’s a large building) 
who didn’t hear my pleading ¢omrade 
pound and kick the door and yell for me 
to let him in. But it didn’t bother me 
a bit and oh! didn’t I have sweet, 
sound. sleep in that bed, all. by lone- 
some, 

Monday we parted and I didn’t blame 
him. Not to give you a wrong im- 
pression—we had to, for we were going 
in different directions. I went direct 
to Wolfville and until yesterday made

“Kent Lodge,’ where the late Prince 
Edward, Duke of Kent and father of 
Queen Victoria, is said to have stopped 
when on a tour through the town, many 
years ago. That makes two great and 
celebrated personages who haye lodged 
at this. house and no doubt visitors by 
the car loads will arrive next year, 
looking for the room in which I spent 
the night. But they'll eet fooled, for I 
peacefully slumbered the hours away in 
the next house, owing to the crowded 
condition of the Lodge. 

‘While at Wolfville, I took side trips 
to Kentville, Port Williams, Gespereau 
valley, and Grand Pre, and of these, I 
think the view of Gaspereau town from 
the “Ridge” is easily the most beauti- 
ful. Words fail to describe it. There 
at your feet, nestled between two 
mountain ridges, is the pretty valley, 
too exquisite to seem real. It lies be- 
fore you so hushed, so tranquil, so out 
of accord with the jarring world that it 
seems but a dream. Down in:the mid- 
dle of the valley, about three-quarters 
of a mile from the top of the ‘Ridge’, 
is the little village, looking so white, 
set in its surroundings of green of ev- 
ery shade. Running through the town 
and et ed along down the valley, 
side by side with the winding Gesper- 
eau river, is the roadway, a_ slender 
thread of brown. There is not a sound 
to break the stillness except the drowsy 
far-away tinkle of ‘a cow-bell and the 
faint lisping of the gossipy .brook—a 
symphony of verdure, sunshine and si- 
lence. I hated to leave this charming 
spot and was not content to quit Wolf- 
ville until I had made a second trip to 
the “Ridge.” This time I went down 
the hill into the valley and journeyed 
through the pretty, quiet town. 

Yesterday I wound up my connection 
with Wolfville, much to the regret of 
the townsfolk. Not that I left any cred- 
itors, but those who had had the pleas- 
ure of meeting me felt dee~'v for the 
community upon which I should next 
impose myself. One station farther 
east I came and I am now causing as 
much trouble as possible to the land- 
lord and landlady of “Clear View”, 
Grand Pre. The house is about 135 
years old and is situated on the high- 
est elevation in the town, overlooking 
3000 acres of reclaimed marsh Jand, or 
dyke land as it is called here, which for 
200 years has annually ylelded a rich 
and abundant crop of hay without once 
being fertilized during that great space 
of time. The dykes are still cared for 
by a special commission; so, even to 
this day, it is a continual fight between 
the inhabitants of Grand Pre and the 
Sea for the ownership of this large and 
fertile tract of land. 

From this hill one has a ‘magnificent 
view of Mount Blomidon; Minas Ba- 
sin; Bay of Fundy; many miles down 
the beautiful Annapolis valley; Long 
Island, N. S.; the mouth of the Gas- 
pereau river, the point from which the 
hapless Acadians were deported by the 
British; and the site of the old Acad- 
jan settlement. Not far from the house 


are the old French willows and ‘‘the 
Old French Lane,” and hard by is 
Evangeline’s rudely curbed well. The 


Acadian burying ground is but a short 
distance from the well, as are also the 
sites of the Acadian chapel, St. Charles, 
1690; officers’ quarters, 1755; priests’ 
house and ‘Winslow’s headquarters; and 
the old Acadian road. A few minutes’ 
walk from this interesting meadowland 
(for that is what it is taday) brings one 
to the sites of an ‘Acadian smithy, Col. 
Noble’s grave, and the graves of the 
soldiers who fell with him {in 1748. 

There are a few old buildings in the 
town—“such as they built in the reign 
of the Henry’s’—but probably the 
most interesting is the old church of 
the Covenantists, which stands at one 
end of the village, surrounded by its 
graveyard and tall trees. For a long 
time it has been unused and recently 
the county appropriated money enough 
to reshingle it and perform whatever 
other repairs were necessary to keep it 
from going to utter ruin. The big 
square pews with their little doors are 
there as of yore, the tall pulpit with its 
big red canopy still exists, but dust 
covered, and the door of the old build- 
ing is left open to visitors day and 
night. The old bible is still on the lect- 
urn, but many of its leaves and practi- 
cally all of the fringe from the nulpit, 
have been carried away as relics by 
tourists. 


Over the grave of a Grand Pre lad, in 
the Methodist church-yard on the east 
hill of the town, floats a small Ameri- 
can flag. He was a British subject, 
but had died fighting for Uncle Sam at 
Santiago, and I could not resist kneel- 

ing upon his mound and whispering a 
| “Requiescat in pace,” for he had given 

up his life beneath the stars and 
stripes, although subject to a foreign 
crown. Each Memorial day, I was in- 
formed, a new flag and a wreath or two 
will be sent from the states to be placed 
upon his grave. 

Tomorrow, Labcr day will be observ- 
ed in Nova Scotia and many are ex- 
pected to take advantage of the reduced 
car rates. 

Just 145 years ago next Wednesday 
the Acadians of Grand Pre were sum- 
moned to the church where Col. John 
Winslow announced to them that their 
estates and stock were forfeited t» the 
crown and that they, themselves, were 
to be deported from their homes. 

This is a great country for apples ani 
potatoes. The big, juicy red astricans 
are just dead ripe and perhaps they’re 
not luscious! The chief industry in 
this section of the valley seems to be 
apple growing and really there are 
some verv fine orchards. Last year, I 
have been informed, there were export- 
ed from Halifax to Enelamt, between 
five and six hundred thousand barrels

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of apples, and one man in Wolfville re- 
ceiving about $10,000 for his crop. 

The landlady of this ranch told me a 
pretty good joke this evening: A tour- 
ist who got talking with her at the door 
a few days ago, asked her, in ail seri- 
ousness, jf she had ever seen Evange- 
line. That’s pretty good, but wait till 
you hear the landlady’s reply which 
was made in a half-offended impulsive 
manner:—‘No,. I hope not, there’s no 
sech person as Evangeline’; then after 
a@ pause anda scrutinizing look—‘'I 
don’t know whether to attribute that to 
your ignorance or my ancient looks.” 
What do you think of my landlady, 
isn’t she a dandy? 

Gold, as well as apples and potatoes, 
abounds in Nova Scotia’ and it’s fine 
gold too.**-Not in the form of bricks, at 
least no ne as yet has approached me 
with one for sale, but In the form of 
nuggets and otherwise, and many mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of the precious 
metal have already been exported. 

Tomorrow I leave here for Halifax, 
and at 10 p. m, shall embark on the 
Str. ‘City of ‘Monticello’? for Yarmouth. 
Hope to arrive there ‘Wednesday after- 
noon if the boat doesn’t go down and if 
she does—well this will be my _ last 
writing for the Telegram. Shall leave 
Yarmout#,’ if alivéy.on Thufsday, a 
riving home where my enemies live, on 
Friday. :

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A Law is Needed. 


Andover is furnishing a very vivid 
illustration of how it operates to have 
the public want one thing, and the 
street railways want another .with the 
law to back the latter up. 

The public of Andover and the 
thousands of others who patronize the 
street railways which come into And- 
over, are very much dissatisfied with 
the terminal facilities afforded by the 
companies controlling the roads, In 
remedying this shortcoming in the 
most feasible way it becomes necessary 
for one road to run over the track of 
another road for-a short distance. The 
law steps in to the defence of the road 
in possession, and while it provides 
every possible means for satisfactory 
arbitration of costs and charges if an 
arrangement for mutual use of track is 
made, it makes no provision for a 
common interest, if either road is op- 
posed. <A bill in the legislature last 
year'sought to remedy this condition, 
but it was so bitterly fought by the 
Boston Elevated Railway and the 
Massachusetts Electric Companies as- 
sociation that it failed of passage. 

But such a bill must become a law 
if public interests are to be properly 
served. The Andover case is a very 
striking illustration. A railroad com- 
pany is established to carry passengers 
from Reading to Andover; other roads 
already connect Reading in almost all 
directions with principal cities and 
towns of the state; the new road would 
be a connecting link between every im 
portant city and town on the South 
with all other important cities and 
towns on the North, if it could gain en- 
trance into the centre of the town of 
Andover. To accomplish this purpose 
it must either go over the tracks of a 
bitter opponent or spoil another beauti- 
ful Andover street. The public ofthe 
town very properly object to the latter 
course, and see no reason why the one 
route, the most direct and most feasible 
in every way, should not serve all in- 
terests. But the present squatter may 
say, “this road is mine, keep out.” The 
road that the town built, that its tax- 
payers have maintained, no longer be- 
longs to the town to do with what its 
rulers think best, but it belongs to an 
arrogant street railway company, for 
its own use and profit. 

However the present issue between 
the two railways in Andover may ter- 
minate, there is left to the incomjng 
legislature of Massachusetts the im- 
portant duty of so legislating that such 
a condition, as that which is now 
menacing the best interests of And 
over, can not hereafter be possible. 


Have the L. L. & H. Been Asked? 


So far as we-can learn no one ‘has 
yet asked the L. L. & H. street railway 


people to grant the Reading road the, 


required permission to run over their 
tracks; if it is their’s to grant why 
not ask them to grant it? 

It is very likely a reasonable as- 
sumption to make, that the L. L. & H. 
road will object, but it would seem a very 
proper procedure to first ask for the 
favor before charging them with oppo- 
sition. Assuming that they are to op- 
pose any common use of the Main 
street route, there seems to be no 
proper way left for the selectmen to 
act than to stand firm in a determina- 
tion to force them to yield. The en- 
tire town is opposed to another route, 
and the protests are sure to be vigor- 
ous at tomorrow's hearing. 

In considering the different aspects 
of the street railway problem tomorrow, 
it is understood that the idea will be 
broached of extending the L. L. & H. 
tracks up Salem street as far as Blunt’s 
corner, making that the terminus. 
Whether the officials will take kindly 
to this or not is a conundrum, but 
there are many very excellent reasons 
why such a change would be a good 
move. There is-a delightful- section 
of the town lying off Salem street, 
which an extension of the street rail- 
way would greatly help in developing, 
and to carry out the present suggestion 
would provide the first move and a 
very important one. 


Editorial Cinders.

DROWNED IN SEBAGO 


Joseph W. Smith, Jr., Lost His Life 
While Canoeing Wednesday. 


Sad was the news which reached And- 
over last Wednesday night telling of the 
drowning accident at Lake Sebago, Me., 
in which Joseph W. Smith, Jr., of Frye 
Village, lost his life. Even now only the 
most meager facts are known, telling in 
plain, hard facts how the accident hap- 
pened. Young Smith with a companion 
by the name of Ricker was out on the 
lake in a canoe Wednesday morning 
about ten o’clock. It is supposed that 
the frail craft was overturned by the 
almost hurricane which was blowing 
and that the young men were thrown 
into the water. Ricker was rescued but 
Smith, who was a fine swimmer, lost his 
life. 

Up to this morning the body had not 
been recovered, but that it will ulti- 
mately be found is probable as at the 
place where the terrible fatality occurred 
the bottom of me lake is sandy. The 
family,.of the deceased was notified of 
the snllent as soon as possible, although 
communication was. difficult owing to 
the many telegraph and telephone wires 
which were out of order. The brothers 
and other relatives harriedly left for 
the lake where every means will be used 
to recover the body. ‘ 

The victim of the accident had been 
camping at Sebago for the past. two 
weeks. He is the second youngest son of 
Joseph W. Smith, and was regarded ‘by 
his friends in town and elsewhere as a 
remarkably fine fellow, very bright and 
studious, and atruefriend. He attended 
the public schools in town and grad- 
uated from Phillips academy with the 
class of ’98, Had he lived he would have 
graduated from the Harvard Medical 
school next June and begun the practice 
of dentistry. By the professors at the 
latter school he was regarded as an ex- 
ceedingly promising young man. He 
was only twenty-one years of age. 

The news of his death was not only a 
shock and source of bereavement. to his 
home circle and a large number of rela- 
tives in town, but was learned with 
much sorrow by the whole community 
who express the utmost sympathy at 
the family’s great loss. 

He is survived by his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph W. Smith, two sisters, 
Misses Agnes and Mary, and four broth- 
ers, Agent George F, Smith of Smith & 
Dove mills, William D., J. Duke, and 
Norman. 

Part of the family have returned from 
Biddeford Pool where they have been 
spending the summer. 

Word was received just before going 
to press that the body of Joseph W. 
Smith, jr., had been recovered.

put up boxes at their homes for the 
reception of mail are requested to make 
them of a kind to protect their contents 
from the elements and from mischievous 
or malicious depredation. The carrier 
will have a supply of postage stamps, 
postal cards and money order blanks, 
and he will register letters and receipt 
therefor. Postage on drop letters will 
be two cents as on all others. The car- 
rier will cancel and deliver letters from 

rsons on his route to other pérsons 
iving thereon without taking them to 
the Lowell post-office. 

Postmaster Bliss states that the matter 
has been in abeyance for a year. He 
says it will make little appreciable dif- 
ference as regards the receipts of the 
Andover office as many of the residents 
of the West Parish. already get their 
mail matter from Lowell or Lawrence. 


Town \‘Schoold Reopened. 


Once more the doors of the various 
public school houses have been opened 
and another year of instruction in many 
branches has begun. 

The lower grade school houses are well 
filled, the. year starting off with many 
pupils, more than attended throughout 
the year in 1899-1900. There are large 
kindergartens and large first year 
classes. The largest room is the bth 
grade of the Stowe school, which num- 
bers 53. There seems to be every pros- 
pect of a successful year. Changes in 
the teaching force and other differences 
in the school system this year have been 
chronicled in previous issues of the 
Townsman, 

At Punchard, the school was opened 
Monday with 97 pupils, three more than 
last year. Outof the 42 members of last 
year’s entering class, 35 re-entered for 
the ensuing year. The class ef 1904, the 
entering class, has 32 members in it. 

In the senior class there are nine, all 
but two of the middle class having re- 
turned to school. Last year’s senior 
class had 18 members. 

No changes «have ‘been made in‘ the 
teaching force or curriculum at Pun- 
chard, everything remaining practically 
the same as last year.

MRS. NANCY PUTNAM FELLOWS. 


Mrs. Nancy Putnam Fellows, wife of 
Alfred Fellows and mother of Mrs. Emily 
P. Reed of Andover, died on Saturday 
night at Danvers, at the advanced age of 
nearly 82 years. Her death came after 
an illness of less than a week, from gen- 
eral enfeeblement of age, peacefully and 
painlessly.

The Sewer Question. 


Editor of Townsman;— 


Shall not a Town meeting be called to 
rescind the former vote if it is legal to 
do so? 

It was voted by the voters of Andover 
that the abuttors should pay three- 
quarters and the Town one-quarter of 
the cost of the construction of the sewer, 
and the residents of the Town now begin 
to see that this was not a wise course to 
pursue. It is a great hardship for many 
of our people to bear.- Would it not, 
therefore, be far better for the abuttors 
to pay one half and the Town the other 
half and then issue bonds running from 
ten to forty years at four per cent that 
could be sold at 105 or more, to pay for 
the sewer work? By taking this course 
a great burden would be lifted from 
those who see no way to pay so heavy an 
assessment, and it would seem only fair 

hat those who will use the sewer in 

years to come should bear a portion of 
the expense. ‘The water bonds are being 
paid off at the rate of $5000 a year and 
the Town will soon have the water sys- 
tem free of debt and will get a good 
revenue theretrom. 

There is another item that should be 
changed. Any party paying their assess- 
ment in yearly payments should only pay 
four per cent on the money borrowed 
from the Town. I would earnestly urge 
this course, and as a citizen and heavy 
tax payer hopeatown meeting will be 
called at once and this matter acted 
upon accordingly.

A Question of Law. 


To the Townsman:— 


The timely warning of the Townsman 
in regard to the illegal sale of tobacco 
and cigarettes to young boys, has raised 
another question of equal importance. 

Ought not something to be done to 
bring about areform in the method of 
liquor selling at the three drug stores in 
our midst ? 

The State Pharmacy laws require that 
books shall be kept subject to the in- 
spection of the Town’s officials (select- 
men and police) in which a record of all 
sales shall be made—such sales being 
made only under a druggist’s license of 
the sixth class, with penalties attached 
to the breaking of these laws. 

If we have been correctly informed no 
such licenses have been asked for, and 
no such books have been kept. 

Is it not high time that the law re- 
specting, law making citizens of Andover 
take this matter into most serious con- 
sideration, to the end that measures may 
be adopted which shall put a stop to 
this long standing practice of the illegal, 
and practically unrestricted sale of 
liquor? 

Why should the requirements of the 
law be enforced in one case, and not in 
the other, and is not the line of duty 
equally clear in both cases?

RETURNS WITH GOOD RECORD. 


Frank E. Dean has returned to his 
former home in this city afier sp.endid 
service in Uncle Sam's navy. 

Mr. Dean has an enviable record in 
the navy. He_first enlisted July 24, 1891 
and served for three years, He returned 
to this city, but after two or three years 
on land again entered the service of his 
country, enlisting at Boston, Nov, 22, 
1897. At the time of the blowing up of 
the Maine. he was with his ship, the 
Helena, at Lisbon, Portugal, where by 
order of the government she was de- 
tained until the investigation of the 
cause of the explosion had been made. 

Upon the declaration of war with 
Spain the gunboat was ordered to Key 
West, Fla., and was placed on the 
blockade. . This boat conveyed the first 
troops dispatched to Cuba out of Tam- 
pa, Fla., and was present at the landing 
of General Shafter’s army on Cuban 
soil, 

The Helena also assisted in bombard- 
ing Siboney and destroying the forts, 
there participated the third battle of 
the war in importance, that of Manzan- 
illa, when five Spanish gunboats were 
destroyed. 

At he close of the war the boat, with 
the same crew, which included Mr, 
Dean, was ordered to Boston, and, after 
refitting, was despatched to the Phil- 
pees in November 1898. 

hey arrived in Manila bay Feb. 19, 
1899, just after the first attack of the 
insurrectionists on the United States 
troops. Since that time Mr. Dean has 
served in that region, having been 
transferred in the meantime to the 
Newark and later to the Bennington, 

His enlistment was not completed by 
about two months when he asked for 
and received an honorable discharge. 

He came on the transport Dixie via 
the Suez canal landing in New York a 
few days ago and reaching Lawrence 
Monday night, where he will.remain for 
awhile, at least, With friends on Valley 
street. Rumor says that he will here 
take unto himself a wife, after which 
he will settle down and build a home 
here. 

Mr. Dean is a native of this city, but 
left here when but five years of age 
and went to New ‘Hampshire. He re- 
turned here when 12 years old and much 
of his life has been spent here since 
that time, though he traveled quite ex- 
tensively through the west. He is a 
son of the late Luther Dean, who was a 
well known resident and a member of 
the fire department. 


TURNER WAS NOT KILLED. 


James Turner, the Lawrence man 
who, it was feared was killed in China, 
is still alive, so far as known the fel- 
low who was killed proving to be an- 
other Turner.

The case of Wood vs. Pearl et al was 
continued in superior court Wednesday 
morning the defendant’s demurrer being 
overruled by Judge Bell.

John T. Wood, the plaintiff, has been 
feclared not a member of the Secon 
Religious society of West Boxford, tv 
which he claims to have belonged for 
47 years, having voted without chal- 
lenge at all the annual meetings of the 
society, and served as an officer of the 
society previous to last year, when Na- 
than K. Fowler one of the defendants 
in the suit by which the plaintiff seeks 
to recover $200 for alleged injury to his 
enaracter, challenged his vote, upon 
the statement of Edward E. Pearl, the 
other defendant that Wood’s name did 
not appear on the parish books. 

_ Mr. Wood described the action of the 
defendants at the last meeting of the 
parish. 

James’ H. Webster testified that he 

has been a member of the society*for 20 
years. He has known Mr. Wood for 35 
years. He had seen Mr. Wood vote at 
the annual meetings for years. Prior 
to 1899 Mr. Wood’s vote had never been 
challenged. 
- Rebecca Wood, sister of a p‘aintiff, 
has been a member of the society for 26 
years. She had seen her brother vote 
at many of the meetings without ob- 
Jection. At the meeting in 1899 just 
after Mr. Wood cast a ballot, witness 
said, Mr. Fowle turned to Mr. Pearl and 
asked if Wood was a member of the 
parish. Mr. Pearl replied that the 
name of ‘Mr. Wood did not appear on 
the books of the parish.. Mr. Fowler 
then said: “I challenge his vote,” ani 
Mr. Pearl declared the ballot illegal, 

Deputy Sheriff George S. Cole testi- 
filed that he once belonged to the so- 
clety in question. He had seen Mr. 
Wood vote without opposition. 

Edward E. Pearl, clerk of the parish, 
one of the defendants was next called 
to the stand. He produced the records 
of the society, the earliest report of a 
meeting being that held July 22, 1735. 
‘Witness became, a member of the £0- 
ciety 19 years ago. He wouldn’t swear 
that he had not seen Mr. Wood vote at 
several meetings previous to that of 
last year. Upon request of Attorney 
Frye the witness referred to the records 
of April 8, 1845, and found that a com- 
mittee had been appointed to seek le- 
gal advice regarding the r'ght to vote 
in the parish, the committee later mak- 
ing a report which does not affect the 
case.
